J. H. Guendlin/;, of Lafayette, 
offered prayer, after which Mrs. Good- 
hart, of Indianapolis, read a paper on 
"Child Saving" 
Mrs. Goodhart said: 
"Neglect of child life from whatever 
cause, or in whatever condition oí 
society, is fraught with disaster to the 
child, and is too often the stepping 
stone to vice and crime. 
The orphan 
asylums that dot our fair st-ite are evi- 
dences of the philanthrophic spirit that 
pervades it. 
Our public schools and 
free kindergartens are doing a noble 
work in the way of prevention, and yet 
notwithstanding the aimies of little 
children 
who are being cared for 
through these agencies there are many 
young lives growing rank and running 
to waste as a result of parnicious teach 
ing and evil association. 
Obedient to 
the will of the people, the general 
assembly of 1889 passed an act intitled, 
'an act 
establish a board of chil- 
dren's guardians in townships having 
a population of 7 5 . 0 0 0 people,' and in 
1891 the act was amended and its pro- 
visions extended to counties having a 
like population. 
When a parent neg- 
lects to perform the duties of a parent 
he should not have the privileges of 
one. 
When he beggars and degrades 
his child, society suffers and it has the 
right to defend itself in whatever way 
it may seem best. 
If the state has the 
right to punish crime, it has the light 
to prevent it. 
If it has the right to 
imprison or to hang a man, it has the 
right to remove children from condi 
tions that will make them criminal " 


Mrs. M. T. Dykeman, of Logansport, 
read a paper on the subject of "De- 
pendent Children." 
The subject was 
discussed by Mrs. Dykeman in a most 
interesting manner and all who heard 
her paper profited thereby. 


Mrs. 
Dykeman 
thought 
a child 
should not be kept in an institution 
after they were twelve years of age. 
Good homes should be provided for 
them as soon as they can be found. 
Her paper was full and running over 
with good things. 


Rev. Father Guendling, superinten- 
dent of St. Joseph's Orphans' home, of 
Lafayette, had as the subject of his 
paper, •"Catholic Orphanges." 


Charity, he said, is the distinguishing 
incentive which has actuated Christi 
añity, the Christian church and its 
members, 
It is the highest, the purest, 
the most perfect motive for good, the 
corner stone of the Christian church, 
for without charity Christianity could 
not exist. 
There are 256 sisters of 
charity in the state. 
In 1894 they 
cared for 4 , 9 0 0 poor, suffering and for- 
saken persons. 
Their orphan asylunjB 
sheltered and nourished nearly 500 
children, all of whom look up to and 
regard the "sisters" with the same love 
and affection usually 
lavished 
on 
parents. 
It is this which makes the 
management a task of comparative 
ease. 
Rav. Guendling stated that the 
children who are able to learn are 
tiught a trade in order that they may 
become self supporting. 


H. Bamberger, of Indianapolis, a 
prominent Jewish merchant, was called 
upon to speak and he explained in a 
concise but comprehensive manner the 
charity work that is done by his people. 
Mr. Bamberger was frequently applaud- 
ed during his remarks.

For the purpose of taking some ac- 
tion relative to the prevention of the 
spread of contagious diseases here the 
city council met last night in the office 
of Clerk Jeffries, with all the members 
in attendance except Councilmen Bor- 
kenstien, Griebel, Kelker and Möhr. 


Dr. Geo. B. Stemen and Dr. A. E. 
Van Buskirk, of the board of health, 
were also present, as well as a number 
of prominent physicians of the city. 


Couuoilmen 
Loesch, Summers and 
Waltemath composed the committee 
on public health, which was instructed 
at Tuesday night's council meeting, to 
look into the matter and formulate 
some plan for preventing the spread of 
the diphtheria epidemic, reported to 
the council as follows: 


"We, your committee on health, re- 
spectfully submit this, and accompany- 
ing ordinance, as our report, after 
hearing the various physicians who 
appeared belora open council, October 
22, and also after meeting the commit-' 
tee of physicians appointed by the 
Allen County Medical society for the 
purpose of conferring with the council 
in regard to the conditions of health of 
this city and suppressing the contagion 
of diphtheria, have come to the con- 
clusion that the board of public health 
be empowered to give the bacteriologiet 
extra power in order to thoroughly 
carry out the necessary order. 


'•We'aleo mat with the board of 
health at their regular session this 10 
a. m., and find by looking over their 
reports for the month of September 
that there were eight cases reported to 
them in the city of Fort Wayne, and 
further find since this epidemic|has ap- 
peared, that they have taken precau- 
tion and ordered a reasonable quantity 
of anti toxine for their use in abating 
diphtheria, and have exercised all the 
powers that they have to prevent any 
further spread of the disease 


"We further find that the board of 
health has not enough money appro- 
priated to hire more tüan one sanitary 
policeman to watch over all the terri- 
tory within our city, and that one man 
can not take care of efficiently, so much 
territory, and especially this is so where 
an epidemic is threatening. 


We think that if the council will ap- 
propriate five hundred dollars (|50i>) 
for the purpose of hiring, additions I 
sanitary police, and that the board cf 
health will place those sanitary police 
under the direction of the bacteriolo- 
gist that our city will soon be almost 
entirely rid of the contagion. 


"As to establishing a hospital for the 
treatment of contagious diseases, wa 
think it advisable that the Allen Coun- 
ty Medical society confer with 
the 
board of public health." 


Dr. Geo. B. Stemen on behalf of tbe 
board of health, addressed the council 
and said: 
We have today twenty six 
cases in Fort Wayne, all told. 
We 
have had during the year, that is, from 
the 1st of January until the present 
time, ninety-three cases of diphtheria. 
Out of 251 cases rieported by the di'- 
ferent physicians of the city, only nine- 
ty three cases, after being examined by 
the bacteriologist, proved to be diph- 
theria, which clearly shows the value 
of maintaining a bacteriological de- 
partment in the city. 
We have hi d 
158 families who have not had to be 
quarantined alter an examination was 
made by the bacteriologist. 
Last year, 
there were at different times, more 
cases than we have at the present time. 
In one month last year we had sixty- 
five cases, while the highest we have 
had in one month this year, has been 
twenty-six cases. 


Drs. Buchman and C. B. Stemen and 
Councilmen McDonald and Tigar spoke 
in favor of increasing the salary of the 
city bacteriologist, it having been clear- 
ly demonstrated during the past sum- 
mer that a necessity existed for the 
maintainance of guch • an office in this 
city, and on motion of Councilman 
Tigar the board of health and charities 
were instructed to increase the salary 
of the bacteriologist from $60 to $100 
per month. 


An ordinance appropriating $500 for 
the U3e of the board of public health 
and charities for additional sanitary 
police v/as passed.

Fhe Dead Beats 
of 
Vuglltsm. 


Corbett and Fitzsimmons have given 
pugilism its death blow on this conti- 
nent, and the task would have been 
much more difficult but for the iact 
that both of them will rank in history 
as dead beats in pugilism. 
Neither of 
them has cultivated what is called the 
manly art of self-defense as an art, but 
both have indulged in it solely for the 
purpose of individual profit, and there 
will be general rejoicing that they have 
given the finishing blow to professional 
pugilism in the United States. 


It is doubtful whether either Coibett 
or Fitzgimmons really desired to fight 
It is quite certain that both of them 
were not in earnest in having the pro 
posed match come off. Coibett was 
forced by public pressure to accept the 
challenge of Fitzsimmons, and if it be 
assumed that Fitzsimmons really de- 
sired a slugging match with Corbett, a 
careful analysis of Corbett's actions and 
utterances indicates very clearly that 
he at least intended to evade the battle, 
and it is inot entirely unreasonable to 
assume that Fitzsimmons will shed uo 
tears at the failure to meet his antag- 
onist. 


Brutal as is the profession of pugilism, 
it extorted some measure of respect 
from people of this and other countries 
while i( was maintained as a distinct! ]re 
Ifrt, but When professional pugilism was 
prostituted to mere 
notoriety and 
money getting, all public sympathy 
was forfeited, and beyond a few indi 
vidual followers of the leading bruisers, 
little interest has been felt in the pro- 
fessionalist. The fact that public senti- 
ment has become so crystallized against 
it in the entire south, as well as in the 
north, that the governors have come to 
the front and forbidden the* fight in 
state after state, clearly shows that all 
respect for or sympathy with profej- 
sional pugilism, as illustrated by our 
present race of pugilists, has perished. 


Ever since Corbett and Fitzsimmpcs 
became prominent in pugilistic circlts 
they have followed Sullivan by ^oing 
upon the stage and exhausting them- 
selves to degrade the drama to the 
lowest plane by mere speculative pugil- 
ism. There wem some excuse for Sulli- 
van after having suffered his final de- 
feat, going upon the stage as the only 
means left to him for earning his bread 
and butter; but Corbett and Fitznm- 
mons for a year or more have crowded 
the newspapers with sensational stoiies 
of their prowess and their purpose to 
fight a great battle chiefly to advertise 
them in speculative enterprige,, and 
ndW that the prizs fight is declared off, 
there will be universal disgust with 
them as notoriety seeking and specula- 
tive pugilists. 


If Corbett and Fitzsimmons really de- 
sired to have a fight to a finish they 
could have it any day in some secluded 
spot, without advertising it to the 
world and with every safeguard for the 
enforcement of the rules of ihe ring 
but both are afraid to go and fight it 
out unless it can be done with thou 
sands of dollars of gate money to be 
added to the ten thousand or more put 
up for the victor. If they want to fight, 
let them go into the woods of ArkansM 
any bright mornipg with a score or two 
of personal friends and have it out 
They could maul each other to their 
heart's content, and probably escape 
the law by quickly fleeing the state. 
They cannot now fight anywhere on 
this continent under color of law, and 
they should either go out and take a 
regular set-to to settle the champion- 
sh p, or at once abandon pugilism as a 
profession. 
Fioressional pugilism is 
dead in the United States, and the 
pugilistic dead-beats, Corbett and Fitz 
simmons, have contributed more than 
all others to has lien its funeral.

A Wonderful View. 


"It was a wonderful view I had last 
Sunday,'' remarked a member of the 
club who has just returned from a two 
months' tramp through the southern 
part of the state. 
"I got into Coopers- 
town about noon; and after dinner start- 
ed over the hills to Richfield Springs. 
On the way I stopped at the observatory 
located on Mount Otsego, and the view 
from there was more extended, if not 
finer, than any I ever beheld. 
You re- 
member how cool it was, and the air 
was as clear and steady as I ever saw 
it. The observatory has an elevation of 
about 2,000 feet, which is about 1,600 
feet above Utica. 


"Five lakes can be counted with the 
naked eye, and two more can be added 
with a fieldglass. Lake Otsego, the fa- 
mous 'Glimmerglass'of Cooper's 'Deer- 
slayer, ' lies at the foot of the mountain, 
while on the horizon above it can be 
seen the Catskill mountains, with Black 
Dome and South mountain, 65 miles 
away, on which the Catskill Mountain 
House showed as a little white spot. To 
the northeast I saw the Adirondacks, 
with Mount Marcy, the highest point 
of lapd in the state, situated at a dis- 
tance of 110 miles. 
In the east I saw 
mountains in three states. One was rep- 
resented by Bald moimtain, near Ben- 
nington, Vt., a full 90 miles away, and 
another by Mount Monadnock in New 
Hampshire, a distance of 150 miles. It 
was indeed wonderful. Not so much 
the view of the mountains, for that 
showed merely like a cloud against the 
sky, but that the unaided power of hu- 
man vision should be able to bridge 
such a distance. 


"Of course hundreds of. people visit 
the observatory without seeing any of 
these distant mountains, for there are 
probably not more than half a dozen 
days in the year on which such an ex- 
tended view can be had as that which 
was mine last Sunday afternoon. "—Uti- 
ca Observer. 


A Kemarkable Somniunbolist.

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Cleveland, received at THK SENTINEL 
office at 1 o'clock today, reads as fol- 
lows: "A world's record "breaker on 
the Lake Shore railroad passed through 
Cleveland at 8.50 o'clock this morning 
en route from Chicago to New Yo^k. 
The train left Chicago at 3:30, standard 
time. 
It consisted of a locomotive and 
three Waguer vestibuled cars. 
The 
party consisted of Dr. H. Walter Webb, 
third vice president of the New York 
jl^ntral, who on September 1 last low- 
wed the world's record on that line; 
his secretary, Mr. Leonard, who was 
the 
official 
timekeeper 
on 
the 
m n ; 
General 
Superintendent 
W. 
H. Candiff, 
of 
the 
Lake 
Shore; 
A. 
J. 
Smith, 
general 
passenger 
agent of the line; E. A. Handy, chief 
engineer; Aesistant General Superin- 
tendent Blodgett, Mr. S. P. Golde, 
chief clerk to the general superin- 
tendent, aiidB.B. Cook, chief clerk to 
Mr. Blodgett. 
The division^ sUperia- 
tendentsof the various, divisions ac- 
companied the party over their re- 
fipectiveisectioná. The train gulled out 
of the Lake Shore station at Chicago 
promptly at 3:30, pulled by a mogul 
locomotive. Bveziy arrangement had 
been made 
to 
expedite 
the run. 
Switches were spiked and all trains 
iiide tracked for "The Flyer. " Across 
the Illinois praries, through the Mich- 
igaa farms and along 
the' smooth 
stretches 
bordering 
the 
edges of 
Lake Etie, 
the 
flyer 
sped like a 
meteor 
through 
the night. 
Brief 
stops were made at Killadale; and 
Toledo to change engines and Cleve- 
limd ^ 
rMÓhed at 8 o'clock and 50} 
semnds; or 320 iminutes out of Chicago. 
The distance from Chicago to Cleve- 
land by the Lake Shore is 357 miles, so 
that the entire trip, including stops, 
was made at a rats of a mile in fifty- 
three and one half seconds. 
Engines 
wera changed at Collinwood in about 
twenty-nine seconds and the,train was 
rushing on agaiu. The distance be- 
tween Toledo and Cleveland, 108 miles, 
was covered in 106 minutes, including 
five stops and three Blow ups. 


The run in ,detad was as follows: 
Chicago to Elkhart, ST 4 miles, in 85, 
minutes, 26 seconds; Elkhart to Toledo, 
133.4 miles, in 124 minutes. 35 seconds; 
Toledo to Cleveland, 107 8 miles, in 106 
minutes, 6 seconds; Clevellimd to Erie, 
95.5 «miles, in 85 minutes, 32 seconds; 
Erie to Buffalo, 86 miles, in 70 minutes, 
16 seconds. 
Between Chicago 
and 
Elkhart the train was obliged to slow 
down for railroad crossings eight times, 
and to scoop up water once. 


The engine which pulled the train 
over the ^ division was No. 95, Mark 
Floyd engineer. 
The engine is a 
standard Lake Shore passenger engine, 
eight wheeler, built by the Brook's 
locomotive works át Dunkirk, N. Y., 
and designed by Geo. W. Stevens, 
superintondent of motive power for 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railway. The diameter of her drivers 
IS seventy-two inches; size of cylinder, 
seventeen by twenty-four; weight on 
driver s, 65 000 pounds; total weight of 
engine, exclusive of tender, 104.000 
pounds. 


WIIL BUILD Á NEW ROXTUD HOUSE. 


The old frame building along the 
railway tracks, near the city pumping 
station, which bore the appellation of 
"The Muncie Bound House," has been 
razed and the Lake Erie and Western 
company will build on the site a larger 
and better arranged round house of 
ten or twelve stalls. 
Work upon the 
structure has already commenced and 
will be completed before the "snow 
flies." 
The old round house was built 
in 1870 and has been an "eye-sore" to 
the residents of Bloomingdale. 
They 
are glad it has been torn down.

FINE COLLECTION OF NATIVE TIMBER. 
Master Car Builder J. A. Graham 
and Foreman M. W. Kemp, of the 
lumber yards, have fitted up an inter- 
esting assortment of specimens of tim- 
ber which grows in this country. 
The 
collection is for educational purposes 
and it is conspicuously arranged in a 
large case, with glass doors, which is 
fastened against the wall in the cab 
department of the Pittsburg shops. 
All the car specifications of the Penn- 
sylvania company call for 
first-class 
white or b&rr oak, yellow poplar and 
pine grown upon high lands. 
It re- 
quires 
an 
expert 
to 
distinguish 
timber 
when 
it 
has been manu- 
factured 
into 
lumber. 
Pin 
oak 
and 
red oak are similar in appear- 
ance to burr oak, yet when it comes 
to service the former are far inferior 
and hence will not be accepted by the 
company's inspectors when measuring 
lumber. 
In order that the inspector 
may be able to distinguish between the 
different timbers considerable study is 
first necesBary.|,It was for the purpose of 
educating the inspectors that the gen- 
tlemen named, at a considerable outlay 
of labor, fitted up this collection, which 
includes that timber which may not be 
used in the construction of cars ss well 
as that which may be used. 
Theodore 
Kucher is now ' taking a course" in 
this department, with a view of 
fitting 
himself for lumber and car inspection 
work.

TOWAI^IC'S BOTTOMLESS PIT, 


Futile Efforts of a Kallroad Company to 
Fill a Hole In the Groand. 


At Towantic, a little village on top 
of the mountain ten miles west of 
Waterbury, the New York and New 
England Railroad company is endeavor- 
ing to fill in what i^ apparently a bot- 
tomless pit. This pit is exactly on the 
top of the mountain, at an elevation of 
fully 1,000 feet. 
When the route for 
the railroad was surveyed, it was rnn 
directly across this swamp, the nature 
of the marsh, of course, not being 
known. It is only about 300 feet from 
one edge to the other, but what it lacks 
in width it makes up in depth, and it 
has proved to be practically without 
bottom. 


When this point was reached iu con- 
structing the roadbed, it was decided to 
build a trestle across the swamp as the 
quickest and most practical way of get- 
ting over. 
The first piles that were, 
dropped endwise in tbe mud prepara- 
tory to driving them down to a solid 
foundatiou sank nearly out of sight of 
their own weight. 
Other poles were 
placed on top of the first ones an6 easily 
forced down to a depth of nearly 60 
feet. Upon these poles the bridge, which 
is about 200 feet long, was built, ^nd 
it has Tjeeu a thorn in the side of the 
company ever since. Eternal vigilance 
has been the price of keeping the rail- 
road from sinking out of sight, and it 
was finally determined to fill in the 
hole. 
But this is proving to be a for- 
midable feat. 


Before the work of putting in ^avel 
was begun a new track resembling a 
horseshoe was constructed. around the 
edge of the swamp, to be used while the 
old bridge was being filled in. This was 
done from a fear that the gravel would 
settle and force the structure out of 
place, and tbe precaution was well tak- 
en. 
Work was begun early in the sum- 
mer by putting in hundreds of old ties 
to serve as a foundation for the ground. 
Ahready 2,000 carloads of gravel have 
been dumped into the swamp from the 
bridge, and it settles out of sight nearly 
as fast as it caa be put iu. 


Engines are not permitted to cross the 
bridge any longer. A train of gravel is 
pushed out on the bridge, the wire cable 
of a big iron plow is attached to the 
engine, and the plow drawn over the 
cars, forcing the gravel ofiE on either 
Bide. This material is loaded upon the 
cars by a big steam shovel in a nearby 
gravel bank, and the loading and un- 
loading are but the work of a few min- 
utes, 
But the porous and false bed of 
the pit has an enormous appetite for the 
material that is dropped into it, and it 
will be some time before the yielding 
fioil is made firm enough to hold the 
hea\'y trains that must pass over.it. 


It is a curious freak of nature that 
Buch a place should. be located at the 
peak of a mountain, but it is not with- 
out parallel. 
An almost identical diffi- 
culty was encountered 4)y this same 
company whpn building its road over 
the chain of tbe old Fishkill mountains, 
in New York state. 
The road hero 
skirts a large lake known as Whaley's 
pond, which covers several hundred 
acres. 
Gravel and rocks that were 
dumped in the roadbed here during the 
day would disapi)ear in the night, and 
at one time, when a trainload of soil 
was being unloaded, the filling slipped 
from under it, carrying several cars into 
the pond. These were never recovered, 
as they went; completely out of sight in 
the mud. While gravel was being fed 
into this apparently bottomless 
pit 
without interruption it was noticed that 
an island was gradually rising out in 
the lake, fully 1,000 feet from the shore. 
This phenomenon continued just as 
long as the roadbed continued to settle 
and was caused by the pressure of the 
soil and rocks that were disapi)earing as 
fast as they could be unloaded. 
This 
island grew to considerable proportions, 
and when it stopped the roadbed became 
fiQlid and has^neyer caused any trouble

The prisoner at nrat 
hinted that he had accomplices, and 
also gave a false account of the compo- 
sition of the bomb. The three trades- 
men of whom he purchased the mate- 
rials have recognized him, and subse- 
quently Bouteilhe declared 
that ha 


committed the deed as a protest against 
the rich, and without any assistance, 
hut he denied that he sent the explosive 
letter. He was a great admirer of Vall- 
lant and Bmlle Henry, and sometimes 
expressed himself in favor of their sort 
of "propaganda," and 
of a general 


strike. He was a coneeited fellow, and 
on one occasion when advised to go Into 
trade, he exclaimed, "Trade disgusts 
me." 
Bouteilhe detested 
work that 


soiled his hands, and on the s^me oc- 
casion he cried. "Was I made for those 
jobs?" His ambition was to enter one 
of the big Parisian stores as a clerk. 
Bouteilhe was sentenced to three years 
Imprisonment.

TH« DROUGHT A BENEFIT TO RAILWAYS. 
While some complaints are heaid 


about the trouble that the drought bfs 
occasioned along the lines of some of 
the tailroads, it is, nevertheless, a fact 
that the dry weather has been of much 
benefit to all the roads which penetrate 
the Ohio river territory. No better 


dencaor this fact is needed than 


what may be obtained b° a visit to 
some of the railway stations along the 
river where hundreds of cars of pro- 
duce and other commodities usually 
shipped by water are now being loaded 
on the cars.
